THE EXPLOITS OF ARTHUR MERETON, ALIAS 
THE REV. THEODORE KEATING. 


Henry Ward Beecher Taken in by an Allegea 
Ex-Cathelic Priest — Keating’s Sermons 
and Lectures—Church Bill Victimized—The 
Imposter’s Exposure in Dublin. 


Bv Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu 

NEW YorRK, October 23.—Arthur Mereton, 
alias the Rev. Theodore Keating, the latest of 
whose impostures has just been exposed in 
Dublin, had a short but eventful career in 
America. Most of the persons who knew him 
in this city seemed to have only a hazy recol- 
lection of him yesterday. In this country he 
styled himself the Rev. T. O. R. Keating, 
D. D. He arrived in New York in 1870 witha 
rather good-looking woman whom he called 
his wife. Hewas short, somewhat stout, had 
ruddy complexion, and was dressed like an 
English clergyman. He had a strong cockney 
accent and was fond of telling how 
he had escaped from the Church of 
Rome. His smooth address and his dramati- 
cally told tales of persecution at Rome after 
he had become ‘‘converted’’ found him sym- 
pathetic hearers. He quickly learned the 
whereabouts of the Protestant denominational 
newspaper offices, and made the rounds with 
contributions for publication. The Protestant 
Episcopal newspaper, the Churchman, was 
visited, but Editor Mallory rejected his arti- 
cles, The Church and State, denominational 
newspaper, aiso refused to print his contribu- 
tions. Beecher, however, was the first to set 
him on his legs. Beecher invited the advent- 
urous man to preach in Plymouth pulpit, and 
he accepted. The Christian Union printed 
three column articles by him, and he was also 
invited to deliver the lectures in Plymouth 
Church. Beecher’s enthusiasin was expressed 
in the Christian Union, of which he was then 
editor, on April 9, 1870, as follows, under the 
head: Something Worth Hearing: 
On Thursday evening of last week a lecture 
was delivered in the lecture room of Plymouth 
Church, Brooklyn, before the Plymouth 
Young People’s Association by the Rev. T. O. 
R. Keating. The subject was ‘Ten Years in 
Rome, and for more than an hour the au- 
dience was held in intense interest by the 
lecturer’s clear, intelligent exposition of 
Romanism, in whose theological schools he 
has had a thorough training, and by his 
graphic, picturesque sketches of scenes in 
Rome, where he spent many years. Dr. Keat- 
ing is by this time known to the readers of 
the Christian Union by his writings. His 
‘Flight from Rome,’ which we print this 
week,is exceedingly interesting. But the added 
charm of a pleasant voice, an earnest and 
even dramatic manner, and the evidence of 


complete familiarity with every part of the 
subject in his easy but comprehensive 
handling of it made his lecture one to be 
heard. We believe that Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations and literary societies in gen- 
eral could do no better than to secure Dr. 
Keating’s services in the delivery of this 
lecture during the Ney ＋ early summer. 
His terms are moderate. He may be addressed 
at this office.’’

The dwellers are weil-to- 
do New York business men. Keating won 
golten opinions immediately by his weill 
written and oratorically delivered 
sermons. The little parish did 
not get well acquainted with him, 
however, before his career ended in disgrace 
and flight. Keating is vividly remembered by 
a doctor of divinity who was pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at Tenafly, N. J., whon 
Keating was in this country and who now is at 
the head of an institution in thiscity. He said 
yesterday: ‘‘Oneof the assistant editors of 
the Christian Union who lived near Tenafly 
seemed to place ee confidence in Keat- 
ing. So great was his confidence in Keating 
that Mr. Beecher told him he had better look 
outor he would ‘slop over.’ The assistant 
editor, however, took him to New Jersey, 
furnished him with money and got places for 
him to lecture. Keating became ac 
quainted with Edward 5. Saxton, now 
of California, then of Tenafly, and 
through Mr. Saxton he was invited to deliver a 
lecture on a week-day evening at the Presby- 
terian Church. His address was filled with 
abuse of the Roman Catholic priesthood, and 
he told a great many stories which should not 
tive been told in public. A good many of us 
were disgusted with the performance. He 
gave instances of immorality without giving 
names, and his stories did not amount to any- 
thing because they were not substantiated. A 
collection was taken up and Keating got about 
$0. Some gentlemen put in $5bills. Pretty 
soon after this Mr. Saxton began to 
mistrust Keating, because wy! asked 
him for money. It leaked out by com- 
paring notes uround that Keating was 
striking everybody for money. His was % 
uniform tale. He nad plenty of money in the 
old country, but for two or three months he 
was going to bein a tight 0x.All he wanted was 
ugh money to tide him over. Keating 
dined with me about this time. Hesaid he had 
been Cardinal Antonelli’s Secretary, and asl 
had been in Rome and knew something about 
the Roman Catholic Church, I saw tha’ he had 
lived there and that he knew a great deal 
about thé church.

Nobody, however, least of 
all Gladstone, has yet shown how this may be 
hreught about without the sacrifice of convic- 
tions. On one side, Gladstone certainly has 
made no signs of receding from his extreme 
home rule position. 

The question of the moment is the conflict 
between the Socialists and the authorities con- 
cerning the determination of the former to 
summon aprocession of the unemployed to 
follow in the wake of the Lord Mayor's yearly 
pageant on November 9. The Socialists claim 
that all the Radical clubs in London are 
in perfect sympathy with them, but that 
more than 100,000 people will assemble at their 
summons. As the streets on Lord Mayor's 
day are impassable from the dense crowds, 
among which it is always difficultto keep the 

‘roughs in order, the addition to this ofa 
second procession will be quite certain to re- 
sult in serious disorder. The Socialist leaders 
assure me that they will certainly persist 
despite the protest of the authorities, unless 

the latter absolutely prohibit procession and 
threaten to call out military. Then they con- 

‘sider they would not be justified in forcinga 
conflict between the troops and the unarmed 
men. They add that they expect that the 
authorities will pledge themselves to estab- 
lish some kind of relief worke during 
the winter, in which case, the procession will 
be abandoned. This is extremely unlikely. 
The motto of the Tory Government is, indeed, 
to give peace in our time, but in all proba- 

bility it will leave it to the Chief of the London 

Police to issue the prohibition, and it is 

equally probable that there will be disorder of 
some sort.

One seldom sees a four-wheeled wagon any- 
where in Mexico.

A TICKET PUT IN THE FIELD BY THE ANTI- 
LIQUOR ADVOCATES. 


Faces and Sketches of the Congressional and 
State Senatorial Candidates Presented to 
the Voters by the Prohibitionists—A New 
Element in the Present Campaign. 


The Prohibition party in the present cam- 
paign is regarded by politicians of the older 
faiths as an unknown quantity. The St. Louis- 
ans who attended the Republican State Con- 
vention at Sedalia returned with considerabie 
respect for the proportions of the movement 
in the State.

The resolution was adopted 
and Mr. Strong was appointed chairman and 
prepared the ordinance of emancipation, 
which was adopted January II, 1865. The ordi- 
nance was signed, before being reported, by 
every member of the committee except Mr. 
Drake, who was absent. Upon the motion to 
suspend the rules and take up the ordinance, 
Mr. Drake and other friends of emanel- 
pation strenuously opposed the mo 
tion, on the ground that the act should 
be embodied in the Bill of Rights, and not 
be the subject of a separate ordinance. 
An earnest controversy arose on that question 
lasting nearly the entire day, Mr. Drake 
leading the opposition, Mr. Strong the advo- 
cates of immediate action. The ordinance 
was put upon its passage and adopted by only 
four dissenting votes, Mr. Drake and nearly 
all who opposed acting by ordinance, voting 
with the oy ig By this prompt action of 
Mr. Strong and his associates, Missouri be 
came a free state ＋ 11, 1888, nearly three 
months before the bill of rights was adopted.

AN IMPERIAL ASSASSIN. 


The Killing of Baron de Rutern by the Czar 
of Russia. 


Lonpon, October 23.—Notwithatanding the 
official denials of the Russian embassies at Ber- 
lin, Vienna and here in London, denials which 
were only to be expected when derived from 
such sources, the statement that the Czar has 
killed one of his chamberlains, M. de Reutern, 
either with a sabre or a pistol, at the Palace of 
Gaichina, is corroborated by advices received 


from St. Petersburg. 

The impression among those who have had 
an opportunity of becoming personally ac- 

uainted with the present Czar of Russia is 
that the tregic occurrence is due rather to 
ungovernable temperand almost insane fits 
of passionate anger to which he is notoriously 
subject, rather than to any mere fear of a per- 
sonal attack. This impression is further

strengthened by the following facts, which 
rhaps are not generally known in the 
nite States: 

Some time after the termination of the 
Franco-German warthe Grand Duke Alexis 
brother of the present Czar, and who is well 
known in New York, contracted a secret mar- 
riage with Madamoiselle de Reutern, niece 
of Baron de Reutern, who at that time 
was the Ozar’s Minister of Finance. 
When the matter became known the 
Grand Duke withdrew with his young wife to 
Nice, and other resorts on the French and 
Italian coast of the Mediterranean. Not only 
the late Ozar, but especially the present Em- 
peror was furious with the Grand Duke, and 
Alexander II., in his doudle capacity of su- 
preme head of the orthodox Greek Church 
and autocrat of all the Russias, decreed the 
secret marriage to be null and void. Alexis, 
however, took no heed of these measures, 
but continued to reside with Baron de Reu- 
tern’s niece, who bore him three loveiy 
children. At length the Grand Duke's 
attachment for the poor girl appeared to grow 
colder, and he commenced to negiect her. 
It was during one of his frequent. absences 
that Count Peter Schouvaloff, who for several 
years heid the post of Chief of the Police 
ofthe Empire, visited the young mother and 
bad a prolonged interview with ber on behalf 
of the Russian Imperial * What passed 
between them is naturally only known tothe 
parties immediately interested, but the out- 
come was that neither Mile. de Reutern nor 
her children ever saw the Grand Duke again. 

De Reutern, the gentleman, mentioned as 
having been killed, was the brother of the 
youre lady, and had received the more or less 

onorary post of chamberlain for his sister’s 
complaisance in obeying the late Emperor’s 
behests. Since the accession tothe throne of 
the present Ozar, their uncle, the former 
Minister of Finance, has fallen into deep dis- 
grace, owingtothe fact that his record as 
head of the National Treasury was not as un- 
blemished as might have been desired. It is 
believed herethat young de Reutern was wait- 
ing to see the Czar, and that in consequence 
of the heat of the weather, he had unbuttoned 
his heavy chamberlain’s uniform. 
The monarch 29 enterin 
the room seems to ave foun 
him in wis state, and, probably attributing it 
to the fact that the young man was presuming 
on his quasi relationship to the Imperial fam- 
ily, censured him in the bitter manner which 
is custom tohim. De Reutern, stung by 
the imperial insults, most likely answered in a 
disrespectful manner, and thus provoked one 
of those terrible fits of anger which are so 
dreaded by all who approach the Czar. This, 
I may add, is the version which has obtained 
most belief here, and certainly it appears a 
more plausible one than that which describes 
the gigantic and hercylean Ozar as a cowardly 
poltroon. P 


Denied by Consular Officials. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 23.—Baron Rosen, the 
Russian Consul-General in this city, is absent 
in Washington. The Vice-Consul said, how- 
ever, that he was inclined to discredit the ru- 


mor of the willing of de Reutern, and that the 
Czar himseif did It, was absurd on the face of 
it. The PoOstT-DISPATCH correspondent sub- 
sequently saw Mr. Hartmann, a member of the 
Nihilist party, and said to have been 
the leader of the plot to blow 
up the Czar's rallway train near Moscow in 
1880. It may be remembered that after the 
failure of the attempt Hartmann escaped to 
Paris, where he was imprisoned at the press- 
ing instance of the Russian government. So 
great authority was raised by the Radical 
party throughout France against his arrest or 
extradition that the authorities released him 
on the condition that he would leave the 
French territory. After spendi some time 
in London he came over to New York in 1882, 
and is one of the principal members of the 
Russian revolutionary party, which meets at 
No. 12 Suffolk street. Mr. Hartmann, alluding 
to the cable dispatches received from 
Europe about the Czar, remarked: ‘‘This ig 
the beginning of the end. There has been 
much ot late in the papers regarding the 
almost entire disappearance of Nihilism from 
Russia, Deep waters run silently, and we do 
our best work unseen. The day before Alex- 
ander II. was blown to pieces the Moscow 
Gazette, of which Mr. Katkoff is the editor, 
announced that Nihilism was extinctin Russia. 
Such will de the case this time. Once again 
the ‘red terror’ will grapple with the ‘white 
terror,’ and who will win? he people, 
surely.’’

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AGONY ON THE AMERICA. 


The Thrilling Voyage of the Steamer—Panics 
Among the Passengers. 

NEw York, October 23.—The last voyage of 
the steamer America seems to have been an 
eventfulone. The following is the story as 
given by the log: The America left Queens- 
town on Thursday morning @ week ago, 
with fair weather, but within two 
hours after leaving the harbor a storm 
came up, which the officers of the ship de- 
scribe as the most violent that the vessel ever 


assed through. Oapt. Grace went to 
fhe bridge - at the first sien of 
bad weather and remained there for 
forty-two hours. exposed not only to the 
winds and rain, Dut to the waves, which, dur- 
ing Thursday night, washed clear over the 
bridge, filling the life-boats with water and 
clearing everything from the decks that the 
force often feet water could move. In the 
midst of the storm a stoker, who had narrow- 
ly escaped being hurled into the fire by the 
pitching of the vessel, deserted his poe and 
rushed upon deck with the avowed intention 
of jumping overboard rather than to risk 
again the danger of his work. He was forced 
back to the furnace room, but his fright soon 
developed into insanity, and he was found 
crouching between two furnaces in abject 
terror, awaiting another opportunity to com- 
mitsuicide. He was placed in irons. 

A PANIC. 

Ac the same time a panic was created in the 
steerage by the alarm of ‘‘fire’’ and several 
hundred men and women rushed to the 
hatches endeavoring to get to the boats. 
Dense volumes of what seemed to be smoke 
through the ship caused the alarm, and the 
officers in charge hadadesperate fight for 
some time to control the frightened steerage 
parsengers. Investigation showed that the 

‘smoke’’ was merely steam caused by 
some water having washed over hot 
steam pipes. But again a fright had 
developed into a case of insanity, and one of 
the steerage passengers, an Englishman, who 
had deserted his family and his position on an 
English police force, attacked the steward 
with a razor and threatened to kill any one 
who tried to prevent his jumping overboard. 
He was placed under watch after being dis- 
armed and became quieter after the storm had 
subsided. A cook was severely injured dur- 
ing the storm by being thrown across the

ead. 

THE CAPTAIN'S DEATH. 

About noon on Saturday Capt. Grace left the 
bridge, the ship being entirely out of danger. 
But his forty-two hours exposure without 
sleep and the nervous strain, caused by the 
chapter of incidents referred to, was too much 
for bim. Five minutes after coming off dut 
the reaction developed into a congestive chill 
and at Ii p. m. he died. His daughter was 
with him.

Col. Majendie of London Investigating the 
American System. 


OCRNICAGO, October 23.—Col. Mujendie of Lon- 
don, her Majesty's Chief Inspector of Explos- 
ives, is inthe city. He is accompanied by B. 
Redwood, Secretary of the Petroleum Associa- 
tion of London. In an interview with a re- 
porter yesterday, Col. Majendie said: I am 
in America,looking into the question of petro- 
leum, observing the practices and laws here 


regulating the storage of petroleum. We made 
an investigation on this point in the Conti- 
nental cities three years ago, and now 
commence our work here. It is contemplated 
to have legislation on the subject at the next 
session of Parliament. We have large quanti- 
ties of mineral oils and other inflammable ma- 
terial stored near py cities, and the ques- 
tion of caring foritisan important one. It 
behooves us proses’ carefully, so as not to 
interfere unjustiy with so important a trade, 
and so that consumers ag f not be puttoa 
disadvantage. Americaisthe greatest of oil- 
4 — countries and we are now engaged 
n looking into your system of storage in large 
cities. We shall visit the oil-producing regions 
or some typical examples of them in our 


ur, 
‘*Will you look into the subject of dyna- 
mite?’’ 

„My 2 duty is an advisory one to the 
Secretary of State in r d to petroleum, but 
it will be secondary with me to learn all I can 
about dynamite in this country. There is so 
much dynamite manufactured and other high 
explosives thatthis will be of interest to me 
professionally. We have in Scotland the larg- 
est dynamite manufactory in the world, but it 
does not concern us so much about its place 
of manufacture as where it goes to afterward.

WAIF WORK. 


How Foundlings Are Reached by the New 
Association, 


At the semi-annual meeting ofthe Board of 
Directors of the American Educational 
Aid Association held this week, the General 
Superintendent, Rev. Isaac W. Higgs, made a 
very flattering report of the work accom- 
plished by the Missouri branch of the associa- 
tion since its organization in this State, less 
than a year ago, and its incorporation 
last June. The report shows that forty-nine 
or fifty children have been cared for, ranging 
in age from babes of few weeks to boys and 
girls of 13 I and nearly all these children 
are adopted or to be adopted as heirs. It has 
been shown that the work of placing the chil- 
dren in permanent family homes has been 
done, where all expenses were paid, at an av- 
erage cost of less than $40 per child, half the 
usual cost of keeping a child for a year in an 
ordinary institution. The report further 
stated that when Mr. Higgs came to this city, 
less thana year ago, and began the work of 
child-saving, there was not a Protestant insti- 
tution that would receive a ae nnder 2 ——— 
of age, but at his suggestion tile lady officers 
and directors of the Baptist Orphans’ Home 
conciuded to open a place on Morgan 
street which was to be known as the ‘‘ Babies’ 
Home. At that place he had his headquar- 
ters for some time and there he boarded quite 
a number of his foundlings from the ranks of 
which he placed in homes twenty-odd children 
—— in by himself and the manager of the 

ome, 

The superintendent, whose office is at 2110 
Eugenia street, reported that he has more ap- 

Hoations for children than he can furnish.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Wm. H. Horner was a sonof Hon. John Scott 
Horner, a native of Virginia, and in his day an 
eminent lawyer, who went to what is 
now the State of Wisconsin long before it 
took the name of Wisconsin Territory, where 
he was Territorial Governor under President 
Jackson, and afterwards on the bench in 
that State. Judge J. 8. Horner mar- 
ried Harriet L. Watson, a native of Virginia, 
and her brothers were préminent army and 
navy officers fifty years ago. Wm. Henry, the 
deceased, was the fourth child in a family of 
six children and was born at Green 
Bay, Wis., March 23, 1845. He 
was educated at Ripon College that State 
and the law department of the University of 
Michigan and was graduated from the latter 
institution March 23, 1865. At2l years of age Mr. 
Horner settled in St. Louis and was not long in 
building up a good practice in the several 
courts, State and Federal, of this city. He 
had while in practice a large business 
in civil law generally, and espe- 
cially in co-amercial, probate and 
real e tate law. He Was regarded 
as a first-elass counsellor and was engaged in 
many important cases. His readings were ex- 
tensive. He had a wide knowledge of the 
principles of law and was possessed of a 
tenacious memory and could often cite books, 
pages, etc.. with astonishing accuracy. 

POLITICAL CAREER. 

In the autumn of 1878 Mr, Horner was a can- 
didate for the position of Circuit Judge before 
the Democratic Con ention and made a strong 
fight, being beaten fu: the nomination by Judge 
Adams by a single vote. In 1880 he again came 
before the Democratic Convention, and this 
time he was successful. At the polls he ran 
ahead of his party’s ticket and was about the 
only prominent Democrat elected. Prior to 
his election Judge Horner was an active 

artisan. When he went on the bench, 
iowever, he refrained from taking any active 
part in polities. On the bench he was very 
much liked, particularly by the younger mem- 
bers ot the bar. His popularity was well at- 
tested by the expressions of regret that 
— the announcement of his sudden 

eath. 

Judge Horner’s domestic life was no less 
happy than his judicial career. In October 
1869, he was married to Miss Sophie St. John 
Field, daughter ot Matthew C. Field, in his day 
& noted journalist of this city. In 1882 
Mrs. Horner died leaving two sons, both of 
whom are now living and were present at the 
death-bed of their father. Scott is now a boy 
of ls and William Lucas is 12. The latter was 
named after William Lucas of Green 
ay, Wis., a brother of the Lucases 
ofthis city, who married Judge Horner’s gig. 
ter. In June, 1884, Judge Horner married 
Miss Lora Pritchett, with whom he has lived 
happily ever since.

THE STATUE OF LIBERTY. 


Military Arrangements for Bartholdi Day— 
The Pyrotechnic Display. 


to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
lao vou, October 23.—Maj.-Gen. Schofield 
has issued the preliminary orders regulating 
the military arrangements for Bartholdi day. 
No definite hour is set for the grand military 
and civic parade to start, but it is announced 
that the head of the column must reach the 
Battery at 12:30 0’clock p.m. An hour will be 
allowed for the embarkation of the troops, 
during which the naval parade will form in 
double column off Forty-fifth street, North 
River. President Cleveland and his Cabinet 
will occupy the reviewing stand at Madison 
Square and go on board the United States 
steamer Despatch. Atthe conclusion of the 
naval parade, persons holding platform 
tickets to the ceremonies at the statue will be 
landed first at the pier on Liberty Island. The 
steamer will remain lashed to the wharf 
and act as a bridge for the holders of rampart 
tickets, whose steamer will lie alongside the 


first boat. The other side ofthe pier will be 
used by the United States transports to land 
the officers of the army and navy, French 
guests and the speukers. As the resident 
steps on the wharf asalute of twenty-one 
guns will be fired from the men-oOf-war an- 
chored about the island. 
THE DISPLAYS OF FIREWORKS 

to be given by James Pain on Liberty and 
Governor’s Islands, in conjunction with the 
illumination of the French and American 
fleets, will begin at70’clock p. m. The pyro- 
technic display will occupy an hour, witha 
programme of sixty different parts. A com- 
mittee from the Board of Aldermen, com- 
posed of Messrs. Farrell, Nooney and Ryan, 
called at the WorRLD office yesterday and 
stated that the fireworks to be 2 by the 
city will not be set off from the Battery until 
after Mr. Pain’s illumination is concluded. 
The pyrotechnic display at the statue and in 
front of old Castle William will be one of the 
most noteworthy events of the celebrations of 
Bartholdi day. 

A WORLD reporter called on the managers of 
all the theaters in New York yesterday and 
suggested that the performances be postponed 
half an hour later than the time for raising the 
curtain. This will allow the great mass of 
visitors inthe city onthe night of October 28 
to witness Mr. Pain’s pyrotechnic displays 
and also have an opportunity to visit the the- 
aters, The managers at once consented to de- 
lay the performances, and courteously 
thanked the Woruip for proposing it.

CHARLESTON, S. C., October 23.—Congress- 
man Tillman delivered a campaign speech 
Thursday at Johnson, which has caused a 
sensation through the State. Col. Tillman 
began by expressing the wish that he could 
talk cheerfully to the people, but, he said, 
‘If I did, you would know Ilied. You know 
that the political and industrial horizon is not 
right. If I could but impress one thing on 
your minds to-day, Iwould think that I had 
done a great work. That one thing is to quit 
paying so much attention to petty State and 
county politics, and turn your eyes toward 
Washington, the seat of power. I do not 
hesitate to say that the election of your 
seven Congressmen and two Senators is often 
a thousand times more important than the 
election of Representatives to the State 
Legislature. This State has no power, can do 


nothing except what Congress chooses to 
legislate. Look at your judiciary. It has 
ractically the power now which was vested 

n the trial Justice courts before the war. 
Your Governor is on the same footing. He 
has no more power than the Sheriff had be- 
fore the war, the only practical difference be- 
ing that the Sheriff used to bang criminals, 
andnow the Governor pardons them. The 
United States usurped all the power once 
vested in the State.’’

What the Chicago and St. 
Louis Clubs are Play- 
ing For. 


Already Over Eleven Thousand 
Dollars in the Pot. 


List of the Daily Receipts—Manager Spald- 
ing Talks—He Discourses on His Gener- 
osity—The Baldwin Business—Clarkson 
Chats—Interesting Talks for Cranks. 


When the Chicago Club and the President, 
Al. G. Spalding, finished their supper last 
evening they heid a consultation in front of 
the news stand at the Lindell Hotel. To say 
that Anson and Spalding were mad would be 
putting it mild. They had been effectually 
„done up“ to use a slang phrase and Capt. 
Anson was taken severely to task by Spalding 
who also gave the whole cluba sound tongue 
thrashing for the idiotic manner in which they 
had gone to pieces when the Browns began the 
slaughter. To a PosT-DISPATCH representative 
Mr. Spalding adopted an entirely different 
line of tactics than that which he used to 
the players, that is to say, in his very apt ex- 
planation of the manner in which the Chicagos 
lost yesterday’sgame. The trouble originated 
before the game, when it was proposed by 
Anson to pitch Baldwin, the new man whom 
the Chicagos signed a few days ago. This was 
objected to by Mr. Von der Ahe on 
the ground that he had undertaken 
these games with the. understanding 
that his club was playing the Chicago team 
which had won the championship from the 
League in 1886, and also with the understand- 
ing that no new man ehould be played with 
the Browns beyond those who had won the 
championship from the Association. A long 
dispute followed between the two 
presidents, and as they could 
come to no agreement they decided 
to refer the matter to the Board of Umpires. 
Pearce was missing and could not be found, 


so Kelly, McQuade and Quest undertook to 
dispose of the matter bv tossingacoin. Kelly 
witndrew and allowed McQuade and Quest 
to do the tossing. Had Quest won he 
would have decided to allow Baidwin to pitch, 
but as McQuade was the luckier of the two, he 
decided that Baldwin should not be allowed 
to take part in the game. That much being 
settled, the story of what followed—how the 
Chicagos were beaten at all points and most 
ingloriously whipped—is told in the descrip- 
tion of the game. 
SPALDING’S STORY. 

Referring to thé above affair, Mr. Spalding 
spoke last night in a very heated and excited 
manner. Said he: Lou may thank me that 
there was not a riot in your base ball park to- 
day: and to avoid such a disaster, which 
might prove ruinous to base ball for all time, 
Irefrained from insisting on pitching Bald- 
win, as had been my original N I had 
a perfect right to do this, and Mr. Von der 
Ahe had no business to interfere witn me. 
Baldwin is as much a member of the Chicago 
Club as any man on it, and we signed him for 
the season of 1886 and 1887 as well. Iam not at 
all satisfied with the result of to-day's 
business, and I think that the action of Mr. 
Von der Ahe in the matter was unsportsman- 
like and wrong, and it the loss of this game in- 
terferes with our winning the series, I think it 
would be only right to make some kind ofa 
protest against it.’’ 

MWhat action could you take?“ 

Well, I’ve been so hot and mad over the 
way the club played ball or didn’t play it, I 
should say, thatI haven’t been able even to 
think of the thing yet with any amount of 
clearness. This dav, however, has taught me 
onething, and that is that I will never con- 
sent again to play games of this descrip- 
tion with anybody for the money that 
is in them. thought it would 
be an incentive to the 1 to do their best 
by offering them half the receipts, but I see 
that it was dead wrong to doitnow. They 
have become altogether too earnest and I 
think it very fortunate that the games have 
passed off thus far without any more serious 
trouble than that which has already occurred.’’ 

It is all very easy for Mr. Spalding to say he 
will protest yesterday's game, but how he is 
to do it is quite another thing. The agree- | 
ment according to which the games have been 
played distinctly states that all questions in 
dispute between thetwo clubs shall be re- 
ferred to the Board of Umpires, and that their 
decision shall be abided by. As a matter of 
fact this very question was referred to the 
board, and their decision was eminently satis- 
factory to themselves, ani they said as much 
last night. Therefore Mr. Spalding will find it 
rather uphill work in pulling that decision to 
pieces. 

VON DER AHE'S VERSION. 
President Von der Ahe had little to say about 
the matter beyond that it was manifestly 
wrong in Mr. Spalding to spring a pitcher upon 
him who was entirely unknown to both him 
and his players, who figured neither in the 
League nor Association championships and 
who would be a rank outsider in a family fight, 
Inasmuch as he had not desired or offered to 
a an outside himself he saw no reason why 
he other side should do it. Chicago had ob- 
jected in the first place when a false 
rumor had it that msey of the Louis- 
ville Club had been engaged to pitch 
for the Browns, and although there was never 
the remotest possibility of any such thing 
being done, the fact showed the spirit of the 
Chicago people when they thought that their 
Own tactics were about to be adopted. Mr. 
Von der Ahe said that he was satisfled with 
the manner in which the trouble had been dis- 
eee of and thought that nothing but justice 
ad been done. 
THIS OUGHT TO SETTLE IT. 

In view of the fact that the cry of ‘‘hippo- 
drome’’ in connection with the base ball 
games for the world’s championship has be- 
come universal, Messrs. Spalding and Von der 
Ahe have declared themselves ready to do all 
in their power to prove to the public 
that the games are layed on 1 
erfectly square basis. Mr. Von der Ahe said 
ast night that the last thing possible for him 
to do would be to make an affidavit that the 
games were not hippodrome and that he was 
only too willing to do that. Mr. Spalding said 
that any man with a grain of sense in his head 
who had witnessed all the games will know 
withott that they were played for 
blood, and know on the strength of many 
things which caused the cry, that the games 
are square. 

In addition to all this the receipts of each 
game are deposited in the banks in the joint 


name of the two Presidents and sub- 
ect to their order. The players 
now that the winning team will 


receive half of the. receipts divided equally 
between them, and one of the clubs must win 
a majority of the games before such a division 
can go into effect.

The prices 
were the same and the only difference between 
the two is that a few more seats were 
sold at $1.50 in Chicago than here, and there 
were reserved seats inthe gallery at 75 cents.

A FRIENDLY TIP. 


How a Gallery Ged Saved Mary Anderson’s 
First Night. 


Mr. Augustus Pitou, the actor-manager, in 
a chat about the audience and the stage and 
particularly the way the gallery sometimes 
drops hints to the actors, told a story con- 
cerning Mary Anderson’s debut in London 
which has never reached publicity. ‘‘Iwasin 
London the night of her opening,’’ said he, 
„and Mr. Abbey sent me a couple of seats in 


the balcony. I went to see the performance 
with my wife. Miss Anderson had evidently 
been told to suppress herself as much as 
possible, and to maintain a subdued tone, as 
the style most likely to catch the Britishers. 
This must have been impressed on her mind, 
for she spoke in a low tone, and never 
gestured above her shoulders during the 
entire first act. She did not give a 
single one of her sweeping gestures, and 
her fine voice was kept so low as to be 
scarcely intelligible. The first act fell flat. 
The audience was evidently disappointed and 
scarcely a hand was raised. I waited for the 
scene in which she subdues Ingomar, believ- 
ing thatifshe did not catch thein then she 
never would. It opened in the same subdued 
way. Jack Barnes was playing Ingomar as 
a society part. Miss Anderson got 
to the place where she prays for pro- 
tection without making the least 
bit of impression. The gallery 
was filled with a regular London crowd. Coats 
were taken off and the front line of men and 
boys were leaning on their elnows trying to 
catch the words. The house was very quiet 
when a big, round-faced fellow leaned over 
the railing and shouted: ‘Speak a little loud- 
er, Mary.’ There was a laugh all over the 
house and Miss Anderson, who has a 
strong sense of the ridiculous, laughed. 
It seemed to bring ber to her 
senses. She realized that she was 
not making the impression she should and she 
changed her whole manner. She played the 
part as she always did, swung her arms and 
gave her declamatory powers a chance. It 
saved the performance. The star had the 
audience with herin jiffy.’’

He played for 
some time once in Glasgow and made a 
great many friends who got to know 
him well.

That Mike was a brave and thoroughly cour- 
ageous man those who knew him best were 
the quickest to attest. Uncle Dave Bidwell of 
New Orleans told me that the morning he was 
to fight Tom Jennings he had some difficulty 
with his backers, and they refused to get him 
a boat to carry him to the fighting ground, 
which was on the west side ofthe river. This 
was after Jennings and his party had left the 
city. Nothing daunted Mike set out solitary 
and alone, with his fighting togs tied ina 
handkerchief and slung over his shoulders and 
walked up the levee to a point oppo- 


site where the ring was pitched. His calls at- 
tracted the attention ofthe crowd. Jennings’ 
boat went over and ferried him across the 
river. ‘‘Ihaven’ta friend with me,’’ said he, 
but if anyone will second me I’m ready to 
fight.’’ Two men volunteered to handle him. 

e went into the ring and he had no difficulty 
in whipping Jennings, who was a much over- 
rated man. Jennings had talked freely about 
fighting Heenan, but when the Benecia Boy 
reached New Orleans he would not put up 
either to fight him or Ned Price, who was then 
in his retinue. There was talk of matching 
him against Charley Perkins of Rochester, but 
it came to naught.

mit them to touch him. Mike lay groaning 
and moaning with pain and refused to 
be dressed. „Get up,’’ said Australian 
Kelly, his second, trying to frighten him into 
activity; ‘‘the police are coming.’’ ‘‘I don’t 
care,’’ was Mike’s piteous reply, ‘‘I can 
neither sit, stand nor walk. Let me lie here 
and die.’’ He didn’t die, but got well, and 
was afterwards so sure that he could whip his 
conqueror that he madea fresh match to fight 
him. This came to nothing, owing to Coburn 
having been amicably arrested by a United 
States Treasury detective.
